On July 7, 2016, the Commission issued Orders in Case Nos. 2016-00001 ,1 

2016-00002,2 2016-00003? 2016-00004,4 2016-00005,5 and 2016-00006,6 ("FAG 

cases") which among other things, required the six jurisdictional electric-generating 

utilities ("Companies")7 to use the Mine Safety and Health Administration ("MSHA") coal 

district numbers when identifying the source of their coal purchases on their Fuel 

Adjustment Clause ("FAG") supplemental filings. The MSHA coal district numbers are 

based upon the MSHA office locations, and those office locations and their reporting

districts have reorganized. Furthermore, one of the eastern Kentucky MSHA offices 

(KY. District 6) has now closed .8 Given this reorganization , and the possibility of future 

reorganizations, the Commission finds that: 

1. Using the MSHA coal districts as the basis for identifying the source of 

coal purchases is no longer the best means of reporting the information in the FAC 

supplemental filings. 

2. The MSHA coal district column should be removed from the Companies' 

FAC supplemental filings. 

3. For differentiating between coal sourced in eastern Kentucky versus 

western Kentucky, the Companies should use the acronyms "EKY" and 'WKY" 

respectively, under the state column on the FAC supplemental fi lings. 

4. The Companies, or any other interested party, should be given 14 days in 

which to file written comments regarding this Order. If no written comments are 

received within 14 days of the date of this Order, this case should be closed and 

removed from the Commission's docket. 

IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that: 

1. The MSHA coal district column shall be removed from the Companies' 

FAC supplemental filings. 

2. The Companies shall use the acronyms "EKY" and "WKY" to differentiate 

between coal sourced from eastern Kentucky and western Kentucky, respectively.

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3. The Companies, or any other interested party, are hereby given 14 days in 

which to file written comments regarding this Order.

faCJirues each year. 

• lnvesugat ng fatal and senous nonfatal aCCidents. 

• Issuing cttations and orders for any observed VIolations. 

• Conductmg health sampling of resp1rable dust and no1se exposure at mmes as well as monitoring tox1c matenals a'1d harmful phys1cal agents 

• Investigating complaints of hazardous cond1t1ons reported by miners 

• lnvesugat1ng cnmmal V1olat•ons 

• Examm1ng complamts of d1scr:m1natton reported by m1ners

For each v olat1on Cited, operators may be assessed monetary CIVIl penalties Coal M1ne Safety and Health also approves roof control, vent latlon. and tra1nmg plans 

required to be submitted bj mme operators, directs vanous mme safety and health assistance programs, and tra•ns and cert1f1es mstructors 

If coal mme mspectors fmd v1olauons or other cond1t1ons tnat pose an immed1ate tnreat to the miners' safety or health, they have the authonty to 1ssue a Withdrawal 

order for the affected area remove the related equipment from serviCe, and have the mmers Withdrawn U'ltll the cond•uons are corrected.
